Tliis application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claims 1 , 2, 5-9, and 12, drawn to a lithium ion secondary battery with a can 

being opened at an upper portion. 
Group II, claims 3, 10, 13, 15, and 17, drawn to a lithium ion secondary battery with a 

can being opened at a lower portion. 
Group III, claims 4, 11, 14, 16, and 18, drawn to a lithium ion secondary battery with a 

can being opened at an upper portion and having a step formed on one side 

thereof. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common special 
technical feature present in all groups is a battery can having a space defined while 
being opened, a cap, an electrode assembly, and a flange of the cap is welded at an 
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outer surface of the cap by means of a micro-arc. This cannot be a special technical 
feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the feature is shown in the prior art. Watanabe 
(JP 58-157050) teaches a sealed battery comprising a battery case, a battery cover, 
and an electrode assembly inserted into the case. The circumference of the case is 
welded at an end surface of the battery cover with plasma arc [Abstract], therefore 
presenting a lack of unity between the groups a posteriori. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
